teacher, had invited the princess 
into her room where an Indfan pro 
ject is being worked out. It was 
there that Bernie decided he wanted 
to buy a Christmas seal. 

Princess Watassa's work is one 
of many Christmas seal financed 
activities that are carried on by the 
Michigan Tuberculosis Association. 
The thirty-second annual sale of 
the tiny messengers of health come
